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THE  PREFACE. 


IT  hath  been  the  wfadsm  of  the  Church  of  Eng- 
land,  ever  dnoe  the  fint  compilio^  of  her  pub- 
lick  lituivy,  to  keep  the  mean  between  the  two  ex- 
tremes, oftoo  much  ttlftoea  in  ftfuaf  ng,  and  of  too 
much  eaataen  in  adttdtttng  any  variation  tram  it. 
For,  as  on  the  one  side  common  experience  >hewetb« 
that  where  a  change  hath  been  made  of  thinj^  ad- 
visedly established  (no  evident  necessity  so  requir- 
ing) sundry  inoonvenienoes  have  thereupon  ensued; 
and  tliose  many  times  more  and  greater  than  the 
arils,  that  were  intended  to  be  remedied  by  such 
change:  So  on  the  other  side,  the  particular  forms 
of  divine  worship,  and  the  rites  and  ceremonies  ap- 
pointed  to  be  used  therein,  being  things  in  their 
own  nature  indiffetent,  and  altcfable,  and  so  acN 
knowledged;  it  is  but  reasonable,  that  upon  weighty 
and  important  considerations,  according  to  the  va^ 


n  place  of  authority  should  from  time  to 
L  either  necessary  or  expedient.  Accord- 
ingly we  find,  that  in  the  reigns  of  several  pieces 
of  blessed  memory  since  the  Reformation,  the 
Church,  upon  just  and  weighty  oonsideradons  her 
thereunto  moving,  hath  yidded  to  make  such  al- 
teradons  in  some  particulan,  as  in  their  respeedve 
times  were  thovight  convenient:  yet  so,  as  that  the 
main  body  and  essentials  of  It  (as  well  in  the  chief- 
est  matenals,  as  in  the  fhune  and  order  diereof^ 
have  still  continued  the  same  unto  this  day,  and  do 
yet  stand  firm  and  unshaken,  notwithstanding  all 
the  vidn  attempts  and  impetuous  assaults  made 
against  itf  by  such  men  as  are  given  to  change,  aod 
have  always  discovered  a  greater  regard  to  thorown 
private  fancies  and  interests,  than  to  that  duty  they 
owe  to  the  pubiUdc* 

By  what  undue  means,  and  for  what  misehievous 
purposes  the  use  of  the  Liturgy  (tiiou|;h  enjoined  by 
the  laws  of  the  land,  and  those  lavni  never  yet  re- 
pealed) came,  during  the  late  unhappy  confusions, 
to  be  disoonwiued,  is  too  weU  known  to  the  world, 
and  we  are  not  willing  here  to  remember*    Bat 
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vtMD,  ofon  Hb  Mftjcatjr'i  taanljr  itnontkuk.  It 
Mcrned  nrobable,  that,  amdogitotbcr  tfaingt,  the  nw 
of  the  Litiugy  wonld  «Iao  veCom  of  cmase  <tte  SUM 
having  never  been  legally  irtMliihed)  unless  wme 
timdiy  means  were  used  to  prevent  it;  those  men 
«lu>  under  the  late  usurped  powers  had  made  it  • 
great  part  of  their  business  to  render  the  people  dia» 
affected  tfaereuiito,  sair  themsdver  in  point  of  repu* 
tKtion  and  IntereM  concerned  (unless  ther  would 
ficdjr  acknowledge  themselves  to  have  erted,  wUeh 
sooh  men  are  very  hardly  brought  to  do)  wltit  thdr 
utmost  endeavours  to  hinder  the  zestltulacm  thersoft 
Id  order  wbestunto  divera  pamfdilets  were  publidu 
ed  against  the  Book  of  Common  Prayer,  the  oki 
objections  mustered  up,  with  the  addition  of  soma 
new  ones,  mine  than  fbrmerly  had  been  made,  to 
make  the  number  swdU  In  fine^  neat  importa* 
nities  were  used  to  His  Sacred  Majesty,  that  the 
aid  Book  might  be  revised,  and  such  alteratioBS 
therein,  and  additjoas  thereunto  made,  as  shouM 
be  thought  requidte  for  the  ease  of  tender  ctmsci* 
oiccs:  wbereunto  His  Majesty,  out  of  his  pious 
iadlnadoa  to  give  satisfaction  (so  &r  as  could  be 
nastmably  expected)  to  all  his  subgects  ot  what 
pcnuaslon  aoever,  did  graciously  condescend. 

In  whidi  review  we  have  endeavoured  to  obsove 
tile  like  moderation,  a«  we  find  t»  have  been  used 
in  the  like  case  in  fanner  times.  And  theiafine  of 
the  sundrv  alterations  proposed  unto  us,  we  havo 
D^ected  aU  such  as  were  ekher  of  dangerous  con* 
•squeooe  (as  secretly  striking  at  some  established 
doctrine,  or  laudable  practice  of  the  Chordi  of  Engv 
,Uad,  or  indeed  of  the  whole  CathoUck  Church  of 
Christ)  or  else  of  no  oraaseqnenceat  all,  but  utterly 
frivekins  and  vain.  But  such  altaiations  as  were 
tendered  to  «is  (by  what  peraons,  under  what  prfr> 
tenees,  or  to  what  purpoae  soever  t^idered)  as  Geem> 
ed  to^  us  in  any  desree  requisite  or  expedient,  w* 
have  wHlingiy,  and  of  our  own  accord  assented  unto: 
not  enforoed  so  to  do  by  any  strength  of  argument* 
omvincing  us  of  the  necessity  of -making  the  said 
•Iterations:  for  we  are  fnUy^persuaded  in  our  judge> 
aents  (and  we  hoe  profess  it  to  the  wtvld)  that  toe 
Book,  as  it  stood  before  esUblished  by  Uw,  doth  not 
contain  in  it  any  thing  contrary  ^  the  word  of  God, 
or  to  sound  doctrine,  or  whkA  a  godljr  sdab  may 
not  with  agood  cDBMdenoa  use  Hod  lubiQlt  unMk  «c 
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Wtakh  ia  ttotfldrir  ddfeaalUe  •gKlmt  any  that  lAiaU

•ur  bert  ondenfah^ngt  we  conceived  might  most 
tend  to  the  pcewivatliDii  of  ^peace  and  tinity  in  the 
Churdt ;  the  iHocuxltig  of  teverence,  aAd  excidng  of 
piety  and  devotion  in  the  publick  wtwahtp  rf  (Sod  ( 
and  the  enttins  off  occaHon  ftom  them  thiit  seek 
oeoa«km  of  cavil  or  quaitel  against  the  Liturgy  of 
tile  CSiurch.  And  ai  to  the  severRl  variations  mnri 
the  fimnor  Boole,  whether  by  alteration,  addition, 
or  otheitrise,  it  riMll  eaffice  to  give  this  general 
aoooant.  That  moit  of  the  alterations  wet«  made, 
dtiur  first,  ftar  the  better  direction  of  them  that  are 
to  offldate  in  any  jsurt  Of  divine- sendee  t  which  ii 
chiefly  done  in  the  Cidendars  and  Kubricks  t  or 
tecondly,  for  the  more  nroper  expresdng  of  some 
words  or  phrases  of  ancient  usage  in  terms  mora 
■nitable  to  the  language  of  the  present  thnes,  and 
tbib.  ckarer  explanation  of  some  other  wot^t  and 
phrasdi,  that  were  dthtf  of  doubtftil  signifltftdon, 
or  othenvhK  liaUe  to  misconstruction:  or  tfiirdlv, 
fin*  a  moie  perfect  Tendering  of  such  portions  of  holy 
Scripture,  as  ftxe  Inserted  ttito  the  Ututgy  t  wMch, 
ia  the  Eirtstles  ^d  Goq^  especially,  and  in  suA' 
dry  other  places,  are  now^ordcred  to  be  read  accord- 
ing to  the  last  tnuislflCtidm  and  that  it  was  thought 
convenient,  tiiat  some  Prayers  and  thankufvings, 
Utted  to  special  oocnrions,  should  be  added  m  thehr 
due  places;  panicuiarly  ftr  those  at  sea,  together 
idtb  aa  office  fbr  iSie'Baptism  of  such  as  are  of 
Riper  Yean:  which;  although  not  so  necessary 
when  the  former  Wek  was  compiled,  yet  by  the 
growth  of  Anabaptism,  through  toe  licentiousnenr 
of  the  late  times  ciept  in  amongst  us,  is  now  become 
aeeemry,  and  maybe  always  useful  for  the  baptis- 
Ing  of  natives  in  our  plantations,  and  others  con* 
verted  to  the  fUth.  If  any  man,  who  shall  desiM 
a  tobm  particular  account  or  the  several  aherationa 
hiaB)riiaM  of  the  Liturgy,  shall  take  tiie  ptfiis  to

/  amcenOngiht Service  ofihe  Church, 
rpHKHE  was  never  any  thing  by  the  wit  of  maM 
X  to  weUdeviaed,  or  to  sure  established,  which  in 
opntimumee  of  time  hath  not  been  oorrupted:  as, 
ainoDg  o&er  things,  it  may  plainly  appear  by  the 
Oommcm  Ptayert  in  the  Cnorch.  canuncHily  oaUed 
Indne  Service.  The  first  original  and  gnmnd 
whereof  if  a  man  would  search  oat  by  the  andent 
mben,  he  shall  find,  that  the  same  was  not  or- 
wned  hut  of  a  good  puzvose,  and  for  a  gtcat  ad- 
vancement of  godliness.  Tor  they  so  ordered  the 
fflsttcr,  that  an  the  whole  Bible  (or  the  gieatest 
mit  nereof)  should  be  read  over  once  every  yeart 
intencKng  thereby,  that  the  deigy,  and  especially 
m0i  as  were  ministen  in  the  congrq^tlon,  should 
(1^  often  reading,  and  meditadon  in  GkxTs  wwd) 
Ik  sdrred  up  to  godliness  themselves,  and  be  mot* 
ride  fo  exhort  otSers  by  wholesome  doctrine,  and  to 
ooofote  them  that  watt  adversaries  to  the  trathi 
sqd.ftiid^,  that  tlie  people  (by  daily  heating  of 
hdy  Scripture  read  In  the  Church)  m^ht  condnn-' 
dly  profit  raa^  and  more  in  the  knowledge  of  God, 
sfnore  inflamed  with  the  love  of  Us  true 

__rt6«se  many  years  passed,  this  godly  and  de- 
sent  order  of  the  ancient  Fathers  hath  been  so 
slMed,  brakcB,  and  mgleotad,  by  pburtis«  In  u*- 


"te 
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catain  leorla,  and  l^giendg,  with  mnltitdda  of  n^ 
•pond*,  Venn,  vain  npetiiiaoM,  nmmmianitkmM, 
and  qrnodals;  that  commonly  when  any  book  of 
the  Bible  was  begun,  after  three  or  four  dia|>te» 
w«re  read  out,  aU  the  rest  were  unread.  And  in 
this  sort  the  book  of  Isaiah  was  b^(un  in  Advent* 
and  the  book  of  Genesis  in  Septuaoeslma ;  but  they 
were  only  begrnn,  and  never  read  through :  after 
like  wrt  were  other  bodes  of  holy  Scriptoire  used. 
And  moreover,  whereas  St.  Paul  would  have  such 
languaflc  tspaken  to  the  people  in  the  Church,  aa 
they  nugbt  understand,  and  nave  profit  by  hearing 
the  same;  the  service  in  this  C3iurch  of  Englaoa 
these  many  years  hath  been  read  in  Latin  to  the 
people,  wliich  they  understand  not;  so  that  tbejr 
nave  heard  with  their  ears  only,  and  their  hearty 
spirit,  and  mind,  have  not  been  edified  thereby.. 
And  furthermore,  notwidistanding  that  the  ancient 
Fathers  have  divided  the  Psalms  into  seven  por< 
tions,  whereof  every  one  ^vas  called  a  Noctum :  now 
of  late  time  a  few  of  them  hath  been  daily  said, 
and  the  rest  utterly  omitted.  Moreover,  the  num- 
ber and  hardness  of  the  rules  called  the  Re,  and 
the  manifold  chan^^ngs  of  the  service,  was  the 
cause,  that  to  turn  the  book  only  was  so  hard  and 
Intricate  a  matter,  that  many  times  there  was  more 
business  to  find  out  what  should  be  read,  than  to 
read  it  when  it  was  found  out. 

These  inconveniences  therefore  considerDd,  hera 
is  set  forth  such  an  order,  whereby  the  same  shall  be 
redressed.  And  for  a  readiness  in  this  noatter,  here 
is  dxawn  out  a  Calendar  for  that  purpose,  which 
is  plain  and  easy  to  be  understood;  wherdn  (so 
mu<di  as  mav  be)  the  reading  of  holy  Scripture  ia 
io  set  forth,  that  all  things  shall  be  done  in  onler» 
without  breaking  one  piece  from  another.  F<x  this 
cause  be  cut  off  Anthems,  Responds,  In\dtatorics. 
and  such  like  things  as  did  break  the  continual 
course  of  ihc  reading  of  the  Scripture. 

Yet,  because  there  is  no  remedy,  but  that  of  ne. 
cessity  there  must  be  some  Rules;  therefore  certain 
Rules  are  here  set  fordi ;  which,  as  they  are  few  ih 
number,  so  they  are  plain  and  easy  to  be  undei^ 
stood.  So  that  nere  you  have  an  order  fw  prayerw 
and  for  the  teading  of  the  holy  Scripture,  much 
agreeable  to  the  mind  and  purpose  of  the  old  F»- 
tSen,  and  a  great  deal  more  profitable  and  coia. 
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aodkof,  liMa  tliat  wUdi  df  teto  tmt  ttMd.  It  !• 
man  pnAtaldey  toouiK  hen  are  kft  out  nuuj 
thingi,  wbaeat  sooife  are  imtrue*  tame  uncertain* 
nnc  vain  and  aupenddooa;  and  nothing  is  or- 
dained to  be  read,  but  the  voy  pure  word  of  God, 
the  holy  Scriptures,  or  that  which  is  agreeable  to 
the  lame;  and  that  in  audi  a  language  and  oxder 
•8  is  most  easy  and  plain  for  the  understanding  both 
cf  the  readaw  and  facaicn.  It  is  also  mart  oonv- 
modious,  both  for  the  sbortneas  thereof,  and  for 
tile  piafanws  <tt  the  orda;,  and  for  that  the  nika 
be  few  and  easy. 

And  whereas  heretofore  there  hath  been  great 
diveni^  in  saying  and  singing  in  Churches  within 
diis  realm;  some  following  Salisbury  use,  some 
Hereford  use,  and  some  the  use  of  Biangor,  some 
of  Yorlc,  some  of  lincoln ;  now  from  henceforth 
all  the  whole  realm  shall  have  but  one  Use. 

And  finrasmudi  as  nothing  can  be  so  plainly  set 
forth,  but  doubts  may  arise  m  the  use  and  inractice 
cf  the  same;  to  appease  aU  such  diversity  (if  any 
arise)  and  for  the  resoludon  of  all  doubts,  concern- 
ing the  manner  how  to  understand,  do,  and  exe- 
cute, the  things  contuned  In  this  Book ;  the  parties 
tbat  so  doubt,  or  diversly  take  any  thing,  shall 
•' — T  resoart  to  the  ffishop  of  the  diocese,  who  by 


his  discretion  shall  take  order  for  the  quieting  and 
appeasing  of  tlie  same;  so  that  the  same  order  be 
not  contrary  to  any  thing  contidned  in  this  Boole 
And  if  the  Osbop  of  the  dk)cese  be  in  doubt,  then 
be  may  send  for  the  resolutioa  thereof  to  the  Arch^ 


THOUGH  it  be  ap^ted,  tbat  all  things  shaU 
be  read  and  sung  m  the  Churdi  in  the  English 
tsngne,  to  tlie  end  that  the  congregation  may  be 
tiiereby  edified ;  yet  it  is  not  meant,  but  that  when 
men  say  Moniing  and  Evening  Prayer  privately, 
they  may  say  the  same  in  any  language  tbat  they 
thcmsdvcs  do  undorstand. 

And  all  Priests  aod  Deacons  are  to  say  dailv  the 
Uoming  and  Evening  Prayer  either  privately  or 
openly,  not  being  let  by  sickness,  or  some  other

OF  KKh  CeRaioniei<  as  be  lued  in  the  Chordi, 
and  have  kad  thdr  beginniog  Ij  the  fnetita- 
fton  of  knan,  mam-M  the  first  wen  of  godly  intent 
and  pnrpoae  devieed,  and  yet  at  lengla  tamed  to 
vanity  and  eopendtion :  some  entocd  into  the 
Church  by  tindiscreet  devotion,  and  snch  a  eeal  as 
was  witiwut  knowledge ;  and  for  because  they  were 


winked  at  in  the  be|^amng,  they  grew  daily  to 
moris  and  more  abuses,  which  not  only  for  their 
unprofitablenett,  bnt  also  becaose  they  have  much 


blinded  the  people*  and  obscured  the  gloiy  of  God, 
are  worthy  to  be  cut  away,  and  clean  rctjected : 
other  there  be,  which  although  they  have  been  de- 
lised  by  man,  yet  it  is  thought  good  to  reserve 
them  soil,  as  weH  for  a  deMnt  order  in  the  Churdi, 
(for  the  which  they  were  first  deviaedy  as  because 
they  peitain  to  edification,  thereunto  all  things 
done  in  the  Church  (as  the  Apostle  teacheth)  ought 
to  be  referred. 

And  although  the  keeping  or  omitting  of  a  ce> 
remony,  in  itself  considered,  is  bnt  a  small  thing ; 
vet  the  wilful  and  contemptuous  transgression  and 
breaking  of  a  common  Order  and  disdpUne  is  no 
small  offience  before  God,  **  Let  all  things  be  done 
among  you,"  saith  Saint  Paul,  "in  a  seemly  and 
due  (»rderr  the  appointment  of  die  which  order 
pertaineth  not  to  private  men;  therrfore  no  man 
ought  to  take  in  hand,  nor  presume  to  appoint  or 
alter  any  publick  or  common  order  in  Chrises 
Church,  except  he  be  lawfully  called  and  autho- 
rised thereunto. 

And  whereas  in  this  our  time,  the  minds  of  men 
are  so  diverse,  that  some  think  it  a  mat  matter 
of  conscience  to  depart  from  a  piece  of  the  least  of 
their  ceremonies,  they  be  so  ibddicted  to  thdr  old 
customs;  and  again  on  the  other  side,  some  be  so 
newfangled,  tiiat  they  would  Innovate  aU  tidngt.

ButlAOW  as  concerning  those  persons,  which

CSiuich,  tbnr  ahall  eMQy  nerceive.  jiut  mam  to  tie> 
fcorm  thdr  iiidgements.  And  if  they  thlA  much, 
that  any  or  the  old  do  remain,  and  would  rather 
have  all  devixed  anew:  then  such  men  grantinff 
some  ceremonies  convenient  to  be  had,  surely  where 
the  old  may  be  well  used,  there  they  cannot  rear 
flonably  reprove,  the  old  only  for  their  age,  without 
bewraying  of  their  own  folly.  For  in  such  a  caaa 
they  ought  rather  to  have  reverence  unto  them  for 
thdr  antiquity,  if  they  will  declare  themselves  to  be 
more  studious  of  unity  and  concord,  than  of  inno- 
vations and  new-fan^lenesa,  which  (as  much  m 
may  be  with  true  setting  forth  of  Christ's  religion^ 
is  always  to  be  eschewed.  Furthenuore,  such  shall 
have  no  just  cause  with  the  ceremonies  reserved  to 
be  offended.  For  as  those  be  taken  away  vrbich 
were  most  abused,  and  did  burden  noen's  consd- 
ences  without  any  cause;  so  the  other  that  remaiaj 
are  retained  for  a  discipline  and  order,  which  (upon 
just  causes)  may  be  altered  and  changed,  and  there* 
fore  are  not  to  be  esteemed  equal  with  God's  law. 
And  moreover,  they  be  neither  dark  nor  dvunb  cere- 
monies, but  are  so  set  forth,  that  every  man  may 
understand  what  they  do  mean,  and  to  what  uae 
they  do  serve.  So  that  it  is  not  like  that  they  in 
time  to  come  should  be  abused  as  other  have  been. 
And  in  these  our  doings  we  condemn  no  othor 
nations,  nor  prescribe  any  thing  but  to  our  ovm 
people  only :  for  we  think  it  convenient  diat  evenr 
country  should  use  such  ceremonies  as  th^  shaU 
think  best  to  the  settin^^  forth  of  God's  honour  and 
glory,  and  to  the  reducing  of  the  people  to  a  mosti 
perfect  and  godly  living,  without  error  or  supersd* 
don ;  and  that  they  should  put  away  other  things^ 
which  from  time  to  time  they  pcat^eive  to  be  moM 
abused,  as  in  men's  ordinances  it  often  dunutetb 
diversly  in  diven  countries.

For  thie 
Agar  is  mount  Sinid  in  Arabia,  and  answereth  to  Je- 
rusalem which  now  is,  and  is  in  bondage  with  her  chil. 
dren.  But  Jerusalem  which  is  above  is  flree }  which  la 
the  mother  of  us  all.  For  it  is  written,  Rejoice,  thou 
barren  that  bearest  not ;  break  forth  and  cry,  thou  thai 
travailest  not :  for  the  desolate  hath  many  more  chik 
dr«t  than  she  which  hath  an  husband.  Now  we,  bre. 
thren,  as  Isaac  was,  are  the  children  of  promise.  But 
as  then  he  that  was  bom  after  the  flesh  persecuted  hizn 
that  was  bom  after  the  Spirit ;  even  so  it  is  now.  Ne- 
vertheless, what  saith  the  Scrii)ture?

And  th^  took 
the  thirty  pieces  of  idlver,  the  pnoe  of  him  that  was 
valued,  whom  they  of  the  children  of  Israel  did  valoe^ 
and  gave  them  for  the  potter's  Add,  as  the  Lord  ap. 
pointed  me.)  And  Jesus  stood  before  the  govemour ; 
and  the  govemour  asked  him,  mying,  Art  thou  the 
JUng  of  the  Jews?  And  Jesus  said  unto  him.  Thou 
sayest.  Andwhenhewasaocusedof  the  chief  priests 
and  elders,  he  answered  nothing.  Then  saith  PihM 
mto  him,  Hearest  thou  not  how  many  things  they 
witneasatpdnstthee?  And  he  answered  him  to  never 
awovd,  insomuch  that  the  govemour  marvdled  great, 
ly.  Now  at  that  feast  the  |{ovemoiir  was  wont  to  re. 
lease  unto  the  people  a  priacmer,  whom  they  would. 
And  tbey  had  then  a  notidble  prisoner,  called  Barabbaa. 
Therefore  when  they  were  gathered  together,  Pilste 
arid  unto  them.  Whom  will  ye  that  I  rdease  unto 
yon?  Barabbas,  or  Jesus  whicfa  b  called  Christ?  For 
he  kaiew  that  for  envy  they  had  delivered  him.  When 
he  was  set  down  on  tifae  judgement-seat,  his  wife  sent 
mtD  him,  spring.  Have  thou  nothing  to  do  with  that 
Imtinmi:  for  I  have  sufiteed  many  things  this  day  bi

a  dream  because  of  him.  But  the  chief  prieits  and 
ddctB  persuaded  the  multitude  that  they  should  ask 
Barabbaa,  and  destroy  Jesus.  The  govemour  answer- 
ed and  said  unto  them.  Whether  of  the  twain  will  ye 
that  I  release  unto  Tou?  They  said,  Barabbas.  Pilate 
saith  unto  them,  What''  shaU  I  do  then  with  Jesus, 
which  is  called  Christ  ?  They  all  say  unto  him.  Let  him 


prevail  nothmg,  but  that  r^er  a  tumult  was  i 
oe  took  water,  and  washed  his  hands  before  the  mul- 
tttude,  saying,  I  am  innocent  of  the  blood  of  thb  just 
person :  see  ye  to  it.  Hien  answered  all  the  peqple* 
and  said.  His  blood  be  on  us,  and  on  our  children. 
Then  released  he  Barabbas  unto  them :  and  when  he 
had  scourged  Jesus  he  delivered  him  to  be  crucified. 
Then  the  soldiers  of  the  govemour  took  Jesus  into  the 
common  hall,  and  gathered  unto  him  the  whole  band 
of  soldiers.  And  they  stripped  him.  and  put  on  him 
a  scarlet  robe.  And  when  they  haa  platted  a  cmwn 
of  thorns  they  put  it  upon  his  head,  and  a  reed  in  hia 
right  hand :  and  they  bowed  the  knee  before  him,  and 
mocked  him,  saying.  Hail,  King  of  the  Jews.  And 
they  sint  upon  hhn,  and  took  the  reed,  and  smote  him 
on  the  head.  And  after  that  they  had  mocked  him 
they  took  the  robe  off  fh>m  hun,  and  put  his  own  rai. 
ment  on  him,  and  led  him  away  to  crucify  him.  And 
as  they  came  out  they  found  a  man  of  Cjnrene,  Simmi 
byname;  him  they  compelled  to  bear  his  cross.  And 
when  they  were  come  unto  a  place  called  Gdl^:otha, 
that  is  to  say,  a  place  of  a  scull,  they  gave  him  vm^ar 
to  drink  mingled  with  gall :  and  when  he  had  tasted 
thereof,  he  would  not  drink.  And  they  crucitied  him« 
and  parted  his  garments,  casting  lots:  that  it  might  be 
ftilfiUed,  which  was  spoken  by  the  profrfiet.  They  part, 
ed  my  garmoits  among  them,  and  upon  my  vesture 
did  they  cast  lots.  And  sitting  down  they  watched  him 
there:  and  set  up  over  his  head  his  accusation  written, 
THIS  IS  J£SUS  THE  KING  OF  THE  JEWS. 
Then  were  there  two  thieves  crucified  with  Um :  one 
on  the  right  hand,  and  another  on  the  left.  And  they 
that  passed  by  reviled  him,  wagging  their  heads,  and 
aaying.  Thou  that  destroyest  the  temple,  and  buildeat 
it  in  three  days,  save  thyself:  if  thou  be  the  Son  of 
God,  come  down  from  the  cross.   likewise  also  the

■dd.  He  awed  othen,  binuelf  he  cannot  save:  if  he 
be  the  King  of  Inael,let  him  now  come  dcywn  horn 
the  ciwa,  and  we  wiU  believe  him.  He  trusted  in  Ood» 
let  him  ddiver  him  now,  if  he  will  have  him :  foe  he 
■aid,  I  am  the  Son  of  God.  The  thieves  also,  which 
woe  cracified  with  him,  cast  the  same  in  his  teeth. 
Now  ftom  the  sixth  hour  there  was  darkness  over  all 
flw  hmd  unto  the  ninth  liour.  And  about  the  ninth 
hour  Jesus  cried  with  a  loud  voice,  saying,  EU,  EUy 
lamasabaekthanif  that  is  to  say,  My  God,  my  God, 
why  hast  thou  forsaken  me?  Some  of  them  that  stood 
thoe,  when  they  heard  that,  said.  This  man  calleth  for 
Bias.  And  straightwav  one  of  them  ran,  and  took  a 
qmoge,  and  filled  it  with  vinegar,  and  put  it  on  a  reed, 
and  gave  him  to  drink.  The  rest  said.  Let  be,  let  ua 
see  whether  Elias  will  come  to  save  him.  Jesus,  when 
he  had  cried  aaain  with  a  loud  voice^  yiekled  up  the 
ihost.  And  bdbold,  the  vail  of  the  temple  was  rent  in 
twain  flrann  the  top  to  the  bottom,  and  the  earth  did 
quake,  and  the  rocks  rent,  and  the  graves  were  open, 
ed,  and  many  bodies  of  saints  whicn  slept  arose,  and 
eame  out  of  the  graves  after  his  resurrection,  and  went 
into  the  holy  citv,  and  appeared  unto  many.  Now 
when  the  centurion,  and  they  that  were  with  him, 
wrtcfaing  Jesus,  saw  the  earthquake,  and  those  things 
that  were  done*  they  feared  greatly,  saying,  l^uly  this 
lias  the  Son  of  God.

FortheEpiiUe,  Isaiah  Uiii.  1. 
rnO  iB  thia  that  cometh  from  Edom,with  dyed 
.  garments  from  Bosrah  ?  this  that  is  glorious  in 
his  ^ipareU  travelling  in  the  greatness  of  his  strength  f 
I  that  speak  In  righteousness,  mighty  to  save.  Where- 
fore  art  thou  red  in  thine  apparel,  and  thy  garments 
like  hmi  that  treadeth  in  the  wine-fkt?  I  have  trodden 
the  yriae-pteu  alcme,  and  of  Uie  people  there  was  none 
with  me :  for  I  will  tread  them  in  mine  anger,  and 
tnan4e  them  in  my  ftiry,  and  their  blood  shall  be 
iprinkled  upon  my  garments,  and  I  wiU  stain  all  my 
raiment.  For  the  day  of  vengeance  is  in  mine  heart, 
and  the  year  of  my  redeemed  is  come.  And  I  looked, 
and  there  was  none  to  he^:  and  I  wondered  that  thoe 
WIS  none  to  uphold :  therefore  ndne^ft^inn  brought 
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will  tread  down  the  peopie  in  mine  anger,  and  make 
ttiem  drunk  in  my  fUrr,  and  I  will  tttiig  down  their 
■trength  to  the  earth.  I  will  mention  the  loving.kind. 
nenes  of  the  Lord,  and  the  pcaiaeaof  the  Lonl,  acconEU 
ing  to  all  that  the  Lord  hath  bestowed  on  us,  and  tbtt 
sreat  goodnew  towardf  the  houae  of  Israel,  which  he 
hath  bestowed  on  them,  according  to  his  mendes,  and 
according  to  the  multitude  of  his  knring-kindncaaM. 
For  he  said,  Surely  they  are  my  peoples  children  that 
will  not  lie :  so  he  was  their  Saviour,  in  all  their  a£. 
fliction  he  was  afflicted,  and  the  angel  of  his  presence 
aaved  them  t  in  his  love,  and  in  his  pity,  he  redeemed 
them,  and  he  bare  them,  and  carried  them  all  the  dayt 
of  old.  But  they  rebelled,  and  vexed  his  Holy  Spirit; 
therefore  he  was  turned  to  be  their  enemv,  and  he 
on.  Tbea  he  remembered  the  daya 
,  Jfoses  and  his  people,  saying.  Where  is  he  that 

-fat  them  up  out  of  the  sea  with  the  ihepheni  of 

his  flock?  where  is  he  that  put  his  Holy  &>int  within 
him?  that  led  them  by  the  right  hand  of  Moaes,  with 
his  glorious  arm,  dividing  the  water  before  them,  to 
make  himself  an  everlasting  Name?  that  led  them 
through  the  deep  as  an  horse  in  the  wilderness,  that 
they  should  not  stumble?  As  a  beast  goeth  down  into 
the  vallinr,  the  &>bit  of  the  Lord  caused  him  toreat  s 
•o  didst  thou  lead  thy  people,  to  make  thyself  a  glorioua 
Name.  Look  down  from  heaven,  and  behold  firom  the 
habitation  of  thy  holiness,  and  of  thy  ^ory ;  where  is 
thy  zeaL  and  thy  strength,  the  sounding  of  thy  bowels, 
and  of  thy  mercies  towards  me  ?  Are  they  restrained  ? 
Doubtless  thou  art  our  Father,  though  Abraham  be 
Ignorant  of  us,  and  Israd  acknowledge  us  not :  Thou, 
O  Lord,  art  our  Father,  our  Redeemer,  thy  Name  ia 
from  everlasting.  O  Lord,  why  hast  thou  made  ua  to 
err  from  thy  ways?  and  hardened  our  hearts  from  thy 
ftar?  Return  for  thy  servanta*  sak&  the  tribes  of  thine 
inheritance.  The  people  of  thy  bolinesa  have  poincefl 
ed  it  but  a  littte  while :  our  adversaries  have  trodden 
down  thy  sanctuary.  We  are  Uiine:  thou  never  bateat 
nile  over  them;  they  wore  not  called  by  thy  Name.

AFTER  two  days  was  the  feastof  the  Passover,  and 
of  unleavened  bread:  and  thechief  priests  and 
"he  scribes  sought  hew  they  might  take  him  by  cmll. 
iid  put  him  to  death.  But  they  said.  Not  on  the  teat- 
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iaV^lHltiiaebeaiiupiMrorthepmle.  Aadbeiic 
IB  BetlMHiy,  in  the  hoiue  of  SiaMm  the  leper,  a»  fat 
art  at  meat,  there  came  a  woman  having  an  alabaatar 
box  of  ointment  of  qiikffiard,  very  precious ;  and  she 
brake  the  box,  and  poured  it  on  his  head.  And  ther« 
were  some  that  had  indUgnation  within  themseivest 
and  said,  Vihj  was  this  waste  of  the  ointment  madef 
fer  it  jnijght  have  been  sold  for  more  ttian  three  hun. 
dred  penoe^  and  have  been  given  to  the  poor :  and  they 
murmured  against  her.  And  Jesus  said,  Let  her  alone  j 
why  trouble  ye  her?  she  hath  wrought  a  good  work  on 
me :  for  ye  have  the  poor  with  you  always,  and  when- 
soever ye  will  ye  may  do  them  good :  but  me  ye  have 
not  always.  She  hath  done  what  uie  could;  she  i« 
come  aforehand  to  anoint  my  body  to  the  burying.  Ve* 
lily  I  say  unto  you.  Wheresoever  this  Gone!  shall  be 
preached  throughout  the  whole  worU,  this,  also  that 
she  had!  dme  shall  be  spoken  of  for  a  manorial  of 
her.  And  Judas  Iscariot,  one  of  the  twelve,  went  utt*> 
to  the  chief  priests  to  betray  him  unto  th^n.  And 
when  they  beard  it  they  were  glad,  and  promised  to 
give  him  money.  And  he  sought  how  he  might  con- 
veniently betray  him.  And  the  first  day  of  unleaven. 
ed  bread,  when  they  killed  the  passover,  his  discijdet 
said  unto  him.  Where  wilt  thou  that  we  go  and  pre- 
pare^ that  thou  mayest  eat  the  passover  ?  And  he  send- 
etk  forth  two  of  his  disciples,  and  saith  unto  them.  Go 
ye  into  the  city,  and  there  shall  meet  you  a  man  bear, 
ing  a  pitcher  of  water ;  follow  him :  And  wheresoever 
he  shall  go  in,  say  ve  to  the  good-man  of  the  house, 
Tlie  Master  saith.  Where  is  the  guest-chamber,  where 
i shall  eat  the  passover  with  my  disciples?  And  he  will 
abew  you  a  large  upper-room  furnished,  and  prepared : 
theie  make  ready  tor  us.  And  his  disciples  went  forth, 
and  came  into  the  city,  and  found  as  he  had  said  unto 
them:  and  they  made  ready  the  passover.  And  in  the 
evening  he  oometh  with  the  twelve.  And  as  they  sat, 
and  did  cat,  Jesus  said.  Verily  I  say  unto  you.  One  of 
yaa  which  eateth  with  me  shall  betray  me.  And  they 
bqpn  to  be  aorrowAd,and  to  say  unto  him  one  by  one. 
Is  it  I  ?  and  another  said.  Is  it  I?  And  he  answered 
and  said  unto  them.  It  is  one  of  the  twelve  that  dip. 
peth  with  me  in  the  dish.  The  Son  of  Man  indeed 
goeth,  aa  it  ia  written  of  him :  but  wo  to  that  man  ^- 
whom  the  Son  of  Man  is  betrayed :  good  were  it 
i  that  ?*«"  if  be  had  never  been  bom.  And  as  they 
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tftt,  JcMM  took  bread,  and  bteiied,  ami  brake  u;  Mi^ 
ptve  to  them,  and  said.  Take,  eat :  thii  ii  my  body. 
And  he  to<dc  the  cup,  and  when  he  had  given  Uuwdtt 
he  gave  it  to  them :  and  they  all  drank  of  It  And  he 
feaid  unto  them,  This  Is  my  blood  of  the  new  testa- 
ment,  which  is  shed  for  many.  Verily  I  say  onto  yoia, 
I  will  drink  no  more  of  the  fhiit  of  the  vine,  until  that 
day  that  I  drink  it  new  in  the  Kingdom  -of  Ood.  And 
When  they  had  sung  an  hymn  they  went  otft  into  th« 
mount  of  Olives.  And  Jesus  saitfa  unto  them.  All  ye 
tiiall  be  ofifended  because  of  me  this  niglit :  Ibr  it  is 
written,  I  will  smite  the  shepherd,  and  the  sheep  ahm 
be  scattered.  But,  after  that  I  am  risen,  I  will  go  be^ 
fore  you  into  Galilee.  But  Peter  said  unto  him,  Al. 
though  all  shall  be  oflbnded,  yet  will  not  I.  And  Je^ 
BUS  saith  unto  him.  Verily  I  say  unto  thee,  lliat  this 
day,  even  in  this  night,  before  the  cock  crow  twloe^ 
thou  Shalt  deny  me  thrice.  But  he  spake  the  move 
Vehemently,  If  I  should  die  witli  thee,  I  will  not  deny 
thee  in  any  wise.  Likewise  also  said  they  aH.  And 
they  came  to  a  place  which  was  named  Gethsenume : 
and  he  saith  to  his  disciples.  Sit  ye  here,  while  I  shall 
pray.  And  he  taketh  with  hhn  Peter,  and  James,  and 
John,  and  began  to  be  sore  amazed,  and  to  be  very 
heavy,  and  saith  unto  them,  My  soul  is  exceeding  sor. 
rowfUl  unto  death ;  tarry  ye  here,  and  watch.  And  he 
went  forward  a  little,  and  fell  on  the  ground,  toad 
prayed,  that,  if  it  were  possible,  the  hour  might  pass 
nrom  hmi.  And  he  sMd,  Abba,  Father,  all  things  are 
possible  unto  thee;  take  away  this  cup  from  me;  ne- 
irertheless,  not  what  I  will,  but  what  thou  wilt.  And 
he  Cometh  and  findeth  them  sleeping,  and  saith  anCo 
Peter,  Simon,  sleepest  thou  ?  couldest  noi  thou  watch 
one  hour  ?  Watch  ye  and  pray,  lest  ye  oiter  into  temn. 
tation :  the  spirit  truly  is  ready,  but  the  flesh  Is  weak. 
And  again  he  went  away,  and  prayed,  and  spake  the 
came  words.  And  when  he  returned  he  found 'them 
asleep  again,  (for  their  eyes  were  heavy,)  neither  wist 
they  what  to  answer  him.  And  he  cometh  the  third 
time,  and  saith  unto  them.  Sleep  on  now,  and  take 
your  rest :  it  is  enough,  the  hour  is  come ;  behold^the 
Son  of  Man  is  betrayed  into  the  hands  of  sinners.  Rise 
up,  let  us  go;  lo,  he  that  betrayeth  me  is  at  hand. 
And  immediately,  while  he  yet  spake,  cometti  Judas, 
one  of  the  twelve,  and  with  Mm  a  great  multitude  with 
twocds  and  staves^ftom  the  chief  priests,aad  theserlbes. 


And  factlMtlMtrarBd  him  Htd  giVM 
tiMDi  a  tDkeB,«aring»WhoiiMoeverItliflU  Mn,  that 
ameishe;  take  him,  and  lead  him  away  aafdy.  And 
ai  aoon  aa  be  wu  come  he  goeth  straightway  to  him, 
and  auth.  Master,  maiter;  and  Uoed  him.  And  they 
laid  their  hand*  on  him,  and  took  him.  And  one  of 
them  that  atood  by  drew  a  sword,  and  smote  a  servant 
or  the  high  priest,  and  eat  off  his  ear.  And  Jesus  an. 
swoed,  and  aaid  onto  them.  Are  ye  come  out  as  aninat 
athief;  with  awoids  and  with  staves,  to  take  me?  I  wai 
daily  with  you  in  the  temple  teaching,  and  ye  took  me 
Mt:  Imt  the  Scriptures  must  be  fulfilled.  And  they 
sll  forsook  Urn,  and  iled.  And  there  followed  him  a 
certain  young  man,  having  a  linen  cloth  cast  about  hit 
naked  body;  and  the  young  men  laid  hold  on  him; 
and  he  left  the  linen  doth,  and  fled  from  them  naked. 
And  they  led  Jesus  away  to  the  high  priest:  and  with 
him  were  aisembled  all  the  chief  priests,  and  the 
tUert^nnd  tfaeaeribes.  And  Peter  followed  him  aflir  otf, 
even  into  the  palace  of  the  high  priest:  and  he  sat  with 
1heserranta,and  warmed  fauBSdf  at  the  fire.  And  the 


chief  priests  and  all  the  council  sought  for  witness  i 
guBst  Jesus  to  put  hhn  todeath:  and  found  none.  Fc 
Biany  baxe  felse  witness  against  Mm,  but  their  witness 


agreed  not  together.  And  there  arose  certain,  and  bare 
fidse  witness  against  him,  saying.  We  heard  him  say,  I 
will  destroy  this  temple  that  is  made  witii  hands,  and 


iritUn  three  days  I  will  build  another  made  without 
hands.  But  n^tho-  so  did  tkuir  witness  agree  toge- 
tiacr.  And  the  high  priest  atood  up  in  ttie  midst,  and 
aAed  Jesus,  saying*  Answerest  thou  nothing?  what  is 
itwiuch  these  witness  acainst  thee?  But  he  held  his 
peace,  and  answered  ni&ing.  Again  tiie  Mgh  prieat 
asked  him,  and  said  unto  him,  Art  thou  the  Christ,  the 
Son  of  the  Blessed?  And  Jesus  said,  I  am ;  and  ye  shall 
■ee  the  Son  of  Bfen  sitting  on  the  r^t  hand  of  power, 
and  cond^  in  the  clouds  of  heaven.  Then  the  Ugh 
Driest  rent  faia  clothes,  and  saith.  What  need  we  any 
norther  witnesses?  ye  have  heard  the  blasphemy :  whift 
think  ye  ?  And  they  aU  condemned  him  to  be  guilty  of 
death.  And  some  began  to  S|^  on  him,  and  to  cover 
biifKe,aaKltobuflhtnim,andto8ayunto  him,  Pro. 
pbesy :  mad  the  servants  did  strfte  him  with  the  pahns 
of  tfadr  hands.  And  as  Peter  was  beneath  in  the  pa. 
laoe  thsK  cometh  one  of  the  maids  of  the  high  priest; 
and  when  she  Mw  Peter  wanahig  hbnfelf  she  looked  ^ 
H2  * 
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MD  htan,  and  MM,  And  thoa  alfo  wast  wttii  Jetai  AT 
Kaiareth.  But  he  denied,  saying,  I  know  not,  neither 
understand  I  what  thou  sayest.  And  he  went  out  into 
thepMch;  and  the  cock  crew.  And  a  nudd  saw  him 
■gain,  and  began  to  say  to  them  that  stood  by,  This  is 
one  of  them.  And  he  denied  it  again.  And  a  little 
after,  they  that  stood  by  said  again  to  Peter,  Surdy 
thou  art  one  of  them ;  for  thou  art  a  Galilean,  and  thy 
speech  agreeth  thereto.  But  he  began  to  curse  and  to 
swear,  saying,  I  know  not  this  man  of  whom  ye  speak. 
And  the  second  time  the  code  crew.  And  Peter  call, 
ed  to  mind  the  word  that  Jesus  said  unto  liim.  Before 
ttie  cock  crow  twice,  ttum  shalt  deny  me  thrice.  And 
when  he  thought  therein,  he  w^it.

I  saire 
my  back  to  the  smiters,  and  my  chedis  to  uteta 
that  phicked  off  the  hair :  I  hid  not  my  fiace  fkom 
shame  and  spitting.  For  the  Lord  God  will  help  me, 
therefore  shall  I  not  be  confounded :  thoefore  have  I 
set  my  face  like  a  flint,  and  I  know  that  I  shall  not  be 
ashamed.  He  is  near  that  justifieth  me;  who  will  con. 
tend  with  me  ?  Let  us  stand  together ;  who  is  mine  ad. 
versary?  let  him  come  near  to  me.  Behold,  the  Lord 
God  will  help  me :  who  is  he  that  shall  oondemn  me  ? 
Lo,  they  all  shall  wax  oki  as  a  garment:  the  moth 
shall  eat  them  up.  Who  is  among  you  that  feareth 
the  Lord,  tliat  obeyeth  the  voice  of  his  servant,  that 
walketh  in  darkness,  and  hath  no  light  ?  let  him  trust 
in  the  Name  of  the  Lord,  and  stay  upon  his  God.  Be. 
hoU,  all  ye  that  kindle  a  fire,  that  oonmass  yoursehres 
about  with  sparks;  walk  in  the  light  of  your  fire,  and 
in  the  sparks  that  ye  have  kindled.  Hals  shall  ye  have 
of  mine  hand,  ye  shall  lie  down  in  sorrow.

AND  straightway  in  the  momUiff  the  chief  prieaU 
held  a  consultation  with  tite  dkders,  and  scribes, 
and  the  whole  council,  and  bound  Jesus,  and  carried

filing :  so  that  Pihite  marrelled.  Now  at  that  ftast  he 
tdeaaed  unto  them  one  prisoner,  whomsoever  th^ 
desired.  And  there  was  one  named  Barabbes,  which 
hnr  IxNind  with  them  that  had  made  insurrection  with 
bnn,  who  had  committed  murder  hi  the  insurrecti(m. 
And  the  multitude,  crying  aloud,  b^[an  to  desire  him 
to  do  a«  he  bad  ever  done  unto  them.  But  Pilate  an. 
swered  them,  saying.  Will  ye  that  I  release  unto  yon 
the  King  of  the  Jews?  For  he  knew  that  the  chier 
priesto  had  delivered  him  fi»r  envy.  But  the  chief 
niests  mored  the  pec^,  that  he  should  rather  release 
Berabbaa  unto  them.  And  FUate  answered,  and  said 
i«ain  unto  them.  What  wUl  ve  then  that  I  shall  do 
onto  him  whom  ye  call  the  King  of  the  Jews  ?  And 
tbey  cried  oat  again,  Crucijfy  him.  Then  mate  said 
mito  them.  Why,  what  evil  bath  he  done  ?  And  they 
cried  out  the  more  exceedingly,  CruciiV  him.  And  so 
Pilate,  willing  to  cmitent  the  people,  released  Barabbaa 
unto  them,  and  delivered  Jesus,  when  he  had  scourged 
him,  to  be  crucified.  And  the  soldiers  led  him  away 
into  the  hall,  called  Prsetorium ;  and  they  call  together 
the  whole  band.  And  they  clothed  him  with  piuple^ 
and  platted  a  crown  of  thorns,  and  put  it  about  hia 
bead :  and  began  to  salute  him,  Hail,  King  of  the 
Jews.  And  they  smote  him  on  the  head  with  a  reed, 
and  did  spit  upon  him,  and  bowing  their  knees  wor. 
ridpped  him.  And  when  they  had  mocked  him  they 
taw  otr  the  purple  from  him,  and  put  hu  own  clothes 
(«  him,  and  led  him  out  to  crucify  him.  And  they 
conqiel  one  Simon  a  Cyrenian,  who  passed  by,  coming 
oot  of  the  country,  the  fiitber  of  Alexander  and  Rufiu, 
Co  bear  his  cross.  And  they  bring  him  unto  the  place 
Golgotha,  which  is,  being  interpreted,  The  phu;e  of  a 
ccuIL  And  they  gave  him  to  dnnk  wine  mingled  with 
myirh ;  but  he  received  it  not.  And  when  they  had 
crucified  him  they  parted  his  garments,  casting  lots 

r(i  them,  what  every  man  should  take.  And  it  was 
third  hour,  and  they  crucified  him.  And  the  su- 
peracrintion  of  his  accusation  was  written  over,  THE 
KING  OF  THE  JEWS.  And  with  him  they  crucify 
two  tbievea,  the  one  on  his  right  hand,  and  the  oQ- 
oa  hia  left  And  the  scripture  was  fulfilled,  wl 
•siUi,  And  be  wm  numbered  with  the  transgreiB 
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Aafl  they  that  jmrntA  by  filrt  on  hfan>  waggtegflwtr 
Iwada,  and  eaying.  Ah,  thou  that  destroyest  the  tenu 
pie,  and  bulkiest  it  in  thxee  dayt,  save  thyself;  ancl 
come  down  from  the  cross.  Likewise  also  the  chief 
priests  mocking  said  among  themsdves,  with  the 
scribes.  He  saved  others ;  himself  he  cannot  sovcl 
Let  Christ  the  King  of  Isiadi  descend  now  fh>m  the 
cross,  that  we  may  see  and  bdieve.  And  they  that 
were  crucified  with  him  reviled  bim.  And  when  the 
sixth  hour  was  come,  there  was  darkness  over  the 
whole  land  until  the  ninth  hour.  And  at  the  ninth 
hour  Jesus  cried  with  a  loud  voice,  saying,  Etoit  EM^ 
lama  sabaektAani  f  which  is,  being  interpreted,  My 
Ood,  my  God,  why  hast  thou  forsaken  me?  And 
tome  of  them  that  stood  by,  when  they  heard  it.  said* 
Behold,  he  calleth  Ellas.  And  one  ran  and  filled  « 
spunge  full  of  vinegar,  and  put  it  on  a  reed,  and  gave 
hun  to  drink,  saying.  Let  alone;  let  us  see  whether 
£lias  win  come  to  take  him  down.  And  Jesus  cried 
with  a  loud  voice,  and  gave  up  the  ghost  And  the 
▼ail  of  the  temple  was  rent  in  twito  from  the  top  to 
the  bottom.  And  when  the  centurion,  which  stcKid 
over  against  him,  saw  that  he  so  cried  out,  and  gav« 
m>  the  ghost,  he  said.  Truly  this  man  was  the  Son  of 
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TheEptsOe,    Hebrews  ix.  16. 

THERE  a  testament  is,  there  must  also  of  neoes. 

/  sity  be  the  death  of  the  testator:  for  a  testa, 
ment  is  (tf  force  after  moi  are  dead :  otherwise  it  is 
of  no  stroigth  at  all  whilst  the  tesUtor  liveth.  Wbereu 
upon,  neither  the  first  testament  was  dedicated  witbi, 
out  blood :  for  when  Moses  had  q>oken  every  precept 
to  all  the  people,  according  to  the  law,  he  took  the 
blood  of  calves  and  of  goats,  with  water,  and  scarlet 
wool,  and  hyssop,  and  sprinkled  both  the  book,  and  all 
the  people,  saying.  This  is  the  blood  of  the  testament, 
which  God  bath  enjoined  unto  you.  Moreover,  he 
sprinkled  with  blood  both  the  tabernacle,  and  aU  the 
vessels  of  the  ministry.  And  ahnost  all  things  are  by 
the  law  purged  with  blood;  and  without  shedding  of 
blood  is  no  remission.  It  was  therefore  necessary  that 
the  patterns  of  things  in  the  heavens  should  be  piuri. 
fied  with  theses  mtt  the  hesvfnly  Cbingi  thenwlTcy 
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pMb  bettev  tverifiow  Ouw  tbM»  For  Chii«k  U  not 
CBtoed  into  the  holy  places  made  with  handn.  which 
ace  the  figures  of  the  true,  but  into  heaven  itself  now 
to  mpearui  the  presence  of  God  for  usi  nor  yet  that 
he^NiUL  <^SbT  himself  often,  as  the  high  priest  enter* 
eth  into  the  holy  place  every  year  with  blood  of  others: 
tat  then  must  he  often  have  su&red  since  the  founda* 
tim  (d  the  world ;  but  now  once  in  the  end  of  the  worKd 
hath  he  appeared  to  put  away  sin  by  the  sacrifice  of 
himself.  Aal  as  it  is  appointed  unto  men  once  to  die, 
but  after  IhU  the  judgement :  so  Christ  was  once  o£< 
toed  to  bear  the  sins  of  many ;  and  unto  them  that 
look  for  him  sbaU  he  appear  the  second  time  without 
ua  unto  salvation. 

TkeGospeL  St  Luke  xxii.  1. 
row  the  £east  of  unleavened  bread  drew  nigh, 
which  is  called  the  Passover.  And  the  chief 
priests  and  scribes  sought  how  they  might  kill  him ; 
for  they  feared  the  people.  Then  entered  Satan  into 
Judas  sumamed  IscarioU  being  of  the  number  of  the 
twdve.  And  he  went  his  way,  and  communed  with 
ttie  dtuet  priests  and  captains,  now  he  might  betragr 
hniuntothenu  And  thev  were  glad,  and  covenanted 
to  give  him  money.  And  he  promised,  and  sought  op* 
poctunity  to  betray  him  imto  them  in  the  absaice  of 
the  multitude.  Then  came  the  dav  of  imleavened 
bread,  when  the  passover  must  be  killed.  And  he  sent 
Fcter  aad  John,  saying.  Go  and  prq^e  us  the  nasa. 
orer,  that  we  may  eat.  And  they  said  unto  him, 
IVhere  wilt  thou  that  we  prepare?  And  he  said  unto 
^M»m,  Beh^d,  when  ye  are  entered  into  the  city,  there 
A«ii  a  mm  meet  you,  bearing  a  pitcher  of  water ;  foU 
kiw  him  into  the  house  where  he  entereth  in.  And 
i^hiiii  say  unto  the  good^man  of  the  house.  The 
■  saith  imto  thee,  Whore  is  the  guest-chamberi 
w«»»  I  ^all  eat  the  passover  with  my  disciples?  And 
he  «>««^^  shew  you  a  mge  upper  room  Aimished ;  there 
^ffffco  ready.  And  they  went,  and  found  as  he  had 
Bid  mrto  uiem :  and  uiey  made  ready  the  passover. 
And  when  the  hour  was  come  he  sat  down,  and  the 
tvrive  Apostles  with  him.  And  he  said  unto  them» 
With  denre  I  have  desired  to  eat  this  passover  with 
Tou  before  1  suflfer :  for  I  say  unto  you,  I  wiU  not  any 
Me  eat  thereof  until  it  be  fulfilled  in  the  KmgdcMtt 
of  God.  And  he  took  the  cup,  and  gave  thanks,  and 
nU^Taka  this,  and  divide  it  amoog  yourselves,.  For 
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I  «gr  imto  you,  I  wffl  not  dfinfc  at  tiM  ftvlt  of  tte 
tine,  tutu  the  Kingdom  of  God  ihall  comei  And  hv 
tD<A  bread,  and  gave  thanks,  and  brake  it,  and  gw0 
unto  them,  saying,  This  is  my  body,  which  is  given  for 
you:  this  do  in  remembrance  of  me.  likewise  alao 
the  cup  after  supper,  saying.  This  cup  is  the  new  teste, 
ment  in  my  blood,  which  is  shed  for  you.  But  behold, 
the  hand  of  him  that  betrayeth  me  is  with  me  on  the 
table.  And  truly  the  Son  of  Man  goeth  as  it  was  de. 
termined ;  but  wo  unto  that  man  by  whom  he  is  be- 
trayed.  And  they  began  to  enquire  among  themsdyea* 
which  of  them  it  was  that  shouki  do  this  thing.  And 
there  was  also  a  strife  among  them,  which  of  them 
should  be  accounted  the  greatest  And  he  said  unto 
them.  The  kings  of  the  Gentiles  exercise  lordship  over 
them,  and  they  that  exercise  authority  upon  them  are 
ealled  benefectors.  But  ye  shall  not  be  so :  but  he  that 
is  greatest  among  you,  let  him  be  as  the  younger :  and 
be  that  is  chief;  as  he  that  doth  serve.  For  whether  la 
greater,  he  that  sitteth  at  meat,  or  he  that  serveth  ?  is 
not  he  that  sitteth  at  meat?  but  1  am  amonif  you  as  he 
that  serveth.  Ye  are  they  which  have  contmued  witb 
me  in  my  temptations.  And  I  appoint  unto  you  a  king, 
dom,  as  my  Father  hath  {^»ointed  unto  me  j  that  ye 
may  eat  and  drink  at  my  table  in  my  kingilom,  and  ait 
on  thrones,  judging  the  tw^ve  tribes  of  Israel.  And 
the  Lord  sud,  Simon,  Shnon,  behold,  Satan  hath  de. 
•Ired  to  have  you,  that  he  may  silt  you  as  wheat :  but 
I  have  prayed  for  thee,  that  thy  fidth  fail  not  •.  and 
when  thou  art  converted,  strengthen  thy  brethien. 
And  he  said  unto  him.  Lord  I  am  ready  to  go  with 
thee  both  into  prison  and  to  death.  And  he  said,  I  tell 
thee,  Peter,  the  cock  diall  not  crow  this  day,  beftnne 
that  thou  Shalt  thiice  deny  that  thou  knowcst  ma.  And 
he  said  unto  them,  When  I  soit  you  without  purse, 
and  scrip,  and  shoes,  lacked  ye  any  Oiing?  And  they 
said,  Nothusg.  Then  said  he  unto  them.  But  now,  he 
that  hath  a  pune^  let  him  take  it,  and  likewise  his  scrip  : 
and  he  that  hath  no  sword,  let  him  seU  his  garment, 
and  buy  one.  For  I  say  unto  you,  That  this  that  la 
written  must  yet  be  accomplished  in  me.  And  he  was 
reckoned  among  tlie  trapsgressors  t  for  the  things  con. 
eeming  me  have  an  end.  And  they  aaid.  Lord,  behold^ 
here  are  two  swords.  And  he  said  unto  then^  It  la 
enough.  And  he  came  out,  and  went,  as  he  was  wont, 
to  the  mount  of  Ottveib  and  his  diicipl«t  also  fMnmeA 
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Mb.  And  wlieii  he  mu  at  the  place,  he  HU  irnia 
than,  FntT,  that  ye  enter  not  into  temptation.  And 
be  was  wittidnnim  from  them  about  a  stone's  cast,  and 
nd  prayed,  saying,  Father,  if  thou  be 
this  cup  from  me :  neverthdess,  not 
my  will,  bttt  thine  be  done.  And  there  qneared  tm 
1  onto  him  from  heaven,  strengthenine  nim.  And 
1^  in  an  agony,  he  prayed  more  eamouy ;  and  hia 
t  was  as  it  were  great  drops  of  blood  falling  down 
^     ^jj^  when  he  rose  up  from  i 


Sapake^  behold,  a  multitude,  and  he  that  was  called 
aa,  one  of  the  twelve,  went  before  them,  and  drew 
near  unto  Jeaus  to  kiss  him.  But  Jesus  said  unto  him* 
Judaa,  betxayest  thou  the  Son  of  Man  with  a  kiss? 
When  they  who  were  about  him  saw  what  would  foL 
low,  they  said  unto  him.  Lord,  shall  we  smite  with  the 
•w<nd  ?  And  one  of  them  smote  the  servant  of  the 
h%h  priest,  and  cut  oft'  his  right  ear.  And  Jesus  an. 
mend  and  aaid,  Suilbr  ye  thus  fiur.  And  he  touched 
bit  ear,  and  healed  him.  Then  Jesua  said  unto  the 
diief  priests,  and  cantains  of  the  temple^  and  the  elders 
who  were  come  to  him,  Be  ye  come  out  as  against  a 
thie^  with  swords  and  staves?  When  I  was  dally  with 
yon  m  the  temple,  ye  stretched  forth  no  hands  against 
me :  tiut  this  is  vour  hour,  and  the  power  of  darkness. 
Then  took,  they  him,  and  led  him,  and  brought  him  in. 
to  the  high  priest's  house :  and  Peter  followed  afiu:  oft: 
And  when  they  had  kindled  a  fire  in  the  midst  of  the 
hall,  and  were  set  down  together,  Peter  sat  down  among 
them.  But  a  certain  maid  behekl  him,  aa  he  sat  by  the 
file,  and  eamestlv  looked  upon  him,  and  said.  This 
nan  was  also  with  him.  And  he  denied  him,  saying. 
Woman,  I  know  him  not  And  after  a  little  while 
another  saw  him,  and  said.  Thou  art  also  of  them. 
And  Peter  said,  Man,  I  am  not   And  ^ut  the  space 

lying. 


e  hour  after,  another  confidently  affirmed,  saying. 
Of  a  truth  this  ifellow  also  was  with  him ;  for  he  is  a 
GaMlean.  And  Peter  said,  Man,  I  know  not  what  thou 
•ayest  And  immediately,  while  he  yet  spalce,  the  cock 
crew.  And  the  Lord  turned,  and  looked  upon  Peter ; 
and  Peter  remembered  the  word  of  the  Lord,  how  he 
bad  aaid  unto  him.  Before  the  cock  crow,  thou  ahalt 
deny  me  tlvioe.  And  Peter  went  out,  and  wept  biu 
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UOf.  Aad  the  men  that  held  Jeni]ii0ekedhlm»  and 
•mote  him.  And  when  they  had  blindfolded  him,  they 
■truck  him  on  the  &ce,  and  acked  him,  asyins,  Prafhe- 
■▼,  who  is  it  that  smote  thee  ?  And  many  other  maigM 
blasphemously  spake  they  against  hhn.  And  as  8qo» 
as  it  was  day,  the  elden  of  the  people,  and  the  chief 
priests,  and  the  scribes,  came  together,  and  led  him  in. 
to  their  council,  saying,  Art  thou  the  Christ  ?  tell  ua. 
And  he  said  unto  them.  If  I  teUyoo,  ye  wiU  not  be. 
lieve :  and  if  I  also  ask  you,  ye  will  not  answer  me* 
aor  let  me  go.  Hereafter  shall  the  Son  of  Man  ait  on 
the  right  hand  of  the  power  of  God.  Then  said  they 
all.  Art  thou  then  the  Son  of  God?  And  he  said  unto 
tliem.  Ye  say  that  I  am.  And  they  said,  ^Vhat  need 
we  any  flirther  witness?  for  we  ouxselycs  have  heucd 
of  his  own  mouth.

TheEpuOe,  lCor.xi.l7. 

IN  this  that  I  dedare  unto  you,  I  praise  you  not ; 
that  ye  come  together  not  for  the  better,  but  for  the 
worse.  For  first  or  all,  when  ye  come  together  in  the 
church,  I  hear  that  there  be  divisions  among  you,  and 
I  partly  believe  it.  For  there  must  be  also  hereslet 
among  you,  that  they  who  are  approved  mav  be  made 
manifest  among  you.  When  ye  come  together  thece. 
fore  into  one  place,  this  is  not  to  eat  the  Lord's  supper : 
for  in  eating  every  one  taketh  before  other  his  own  sup. 
per ;  and  one  is  hungry,  and  another  is  drunken.  'What, 
nave  ye  not  houses  to  eat  and  to  drink  in?  or  deqiise 
ye  the  church  of  God,  and  shame  them  that  have  not  ? 
what  shall  I  say  to  you  ?  shaU  I  praise  you  in  this  ?  1 
praise  you  not  For  I  have  received  of  the  Lord  that 
which  also  I  ddivered  unto  you.  That  the  Lord  Jeaua, 
the  same  night  in  which  he  was  betrayed,  took  bread ; 
and  when  he  had  given  thanks,  he  brake  it,  and  aaUI« 
Take,  eat;  this  is  my  body,  which  is  broken  for  you : 
this  do  in  remembrance  (rf  me.  After  the  same  man. 
ner  also  he  took  the  cup,  when  he  had  supped,  saTinsr, 
This  cup  is  the  new  testament  in  my  blood :  tfala  do 
ye,  as  oft  as  ye  drink  it,  in  remembrance  of  me.  For 
as  often  as  ye  eat  this  bread,  and  drink  this  cup,  ye  do 
■hew  the  Lord's  death  till  he  come.  'Wherefore^  who. 
■oever  shall  eat  this  bread,  and  drink  this  cup  of  tha 
Lord,  unwotthUy,  shall  be  guilty  efthe  bodyaad  bHMd 
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flftheLosd.  Bat  kC  a  man  examine  himMlf;  and  ao 
lei  liim  eat  oC  tbat  bread,  and  drink  of  that  cup.  For 
he  that  eateth  and  diinketh  unworthUy  eateth  and 
dnnketh  damnation  to  himself  not  discerning  tha 
Lord's  body.  For  this  cause  many  are  ircak  and  lidb 
ly  among  you*  and  many  sleep.  For  if  we  would  Judge 
Qax8etvea»  we  should  not  be  judged.  But  when  we  are 
jndged,  we  are  chastened  of  the  Lord,  tbat  we  should 
not  be  condemned  with  the  world.  Wherefore,  my 
brethren,  when  ye  come  together  to  eat,  tarry  one  fiif 
another.  And  if  any  man  hunger,  let  him  eat  at  home  t 
that  ye  come  not  together  onto  condemnation.  Ana 
the  rest  will  I  set  in  order  when  I  come. 
TheGospeL    St.  Luke  xxuL  1. 

THE  whole  multitude  of  them  arose,  and  led  him 
unto  Pilate.  And  they  began  to  accuse  him,  say. 
Jng,  We  found  this  fellow  perverting  the  nation,  and 
ftnbidding  to  give  tribute  to  Ca»ar,  saying.  That  be 
hhnself  is  Christ  a  King.  And  Pilate  asked  him,  say. 
ing.  Art  thou  the  King  of  the  Jews  ?  And  he  answer. 
ed  hUn,  and  said.  Thou  sayest  it.  Then  said  Pilate  to 
tile  chief  priests,  and  to  the  people,  I  find  no  fiuilt  in 
tbia  man.  And  they  were  the  more  fieree,  saying,  He 
stirreth  up  the  people.  t4wching  throughout  ail  Jewry^ 
beginning  from  Galilee  to  tfau  place.  When  Pihite 
heard  cdTGaUiee,  he  asked  whether  the  man  were  a 
Galilean.  And  as  aooa  as  he  knew  that  he  belonged 
unto  Herod's  Jurisdiction,  he  sent  him  to  Herod,  who 
himself  was  also  at  Jerusalon  at  that  time.  And  when 
Hcvod  saw  Jesus  he  was  exceeffing  glad ;  for  he  was 
derirous  to  see  him  of  a  long  season,  because  he  had 
heani  many  things  of  him ;  and  he  hoped  to  hare  seen 
some  miracle  done  by  him.  Then  he  questioned  with 
him  in  many  words;  but  he  answered  him  nothing. 
And  the  chief  priests  and  scribes  stood  and  vehement. 
ly  accused  him.  And  Herod  with  his  men  of  war  set 
mm  at  nought,  and  modied  him,  and  arrayed  him  in 
a  gorgeous  robe,  and  sent  him  again  to  Pilate.  And 
the  same  day  Rlate  and  Herod  were  made  friends  to. 
gether ;  for  before  they  were  at  enmity  between  them. 
•dvo.  And  Pilate,  when  he  had  called  together  the 
chief  priests,  and  the  rulers,  and  the  people,  said  unto 
them,  Y«  bore  brought  this  man  unto  me.  as  one  that 
poverteth  the  people:  and  behold,  I,  havmg  examin. 
ed  hiaa  before  you,  have  found  no  fioilt  in  this  man 
toiKiiija««iioMttiinga whereof  ytaoenaa him:  No^nor

yet  Herod;  fat  I  sent  you  to  himj.  asd  lo^ 
worthy  of  death  is  done  unto  him.  I  will  th( 
chastise  him,  and  release  him.  For  of  necessity  he 
must  release  <me  imto  them  at  the  feast.  And  they 
cried  out  aU  at  once,  saying.  Away  with  this  man,  ana 
release  unto  us  Barabbas :  (who  for  a  certain  sedition 
made  in  the  city,  and  for  murder,  was  cast  into  prison.) 
Pilate  therefore,  willing  to  rriease  Jesus,  niake  again 
to  them.  But  they  cried,  saying.  Crucify  him,  crucify 
him.  And  he  said  unto  them  the  third  time.  Why, 
what  evil  hath  he  done?  I  hare  found  no  cause  of 
death  in  him:  I  will  therefore  chastise  him,  and  let 
him  go.  And  they  were  instant  with  loud  voices,  re- 
quiring that  he  might  be  crucified :  and  the  voices  of 
them  and  of  the  chief  priests  prevailed.   And  Pilate 

Eve  sentence  that  it  should  be  as  they  required.  And 
released  unto  them  him  that  for  sedition  and  mur- 
der was  cast  into  prison,  whom  they  had  desired :  but 
he  delivered  Jesus  to  thdr  wiU.  And  as  they  lea  him 
away,  they  laid  hold  upon  one  Simon  a  Cyrenian,  com. 
ing  out  of  the  country,  and  on  hiro  they  laid  the  cross, 
that  he  might  bear  it  after  Jesus.  And  there  followed 
him  a  great  company  of  people,  and  of  women,  which 
also  bewailed  and  lamented  nim.  But  Jesus,  turning 
unto  them,  said,  Daughters  of  Jerusalem,  wecb  not  for 
me,  but  weep  for  yours^ves,  and  for  your  chil<&en.  For 
behold,  the  days  are  coming,  in  the  which  they  shall 
say.  Blessed  are  the  barren,  and  the  wombs  that  never 
iMue,  and  the  paps  which  never  ^ve  suck.  Then  shall 
they  begin  to  say  to  the  mountams.  Fall  on  us ;  and  to 
the  hiUs,  Cover  us.  For  if  they  do  these  things  in  a 
green  tree,  what  shall  be  done  in  the  dr^  ?  And  there 
were  also  two  other,  male&ctors,  led  with  him  to  be 
put  to  death.  And  when  they  were  come  to  the  place 
which  is  called  Calvary,  there  they  crucified  him ;  and 
the  male&ctors,  one  on  the  right  hand,  and  the  other 
on  the  left.  Then  said  Jesus,  Fatiier,  forgive  them, 
for  they  know  not  what  thc^  do.  And  they  parted  hia 
raiment,  and  cast  lots.

THE  law  having  a  shadow  of  good  things  to  came, 
and  not  the  very  image  of  the  things,  can  never 
with  those  sacrifices,  which  they  offered  year  by  year 
continually,  make  the  comers  thereunto  perfect :  fbr 
then  would  they  not  have  ceased  to  be  ofi^ed  ?  because 
that  the  worshippers  once  purged  should  have  had  no 
more  ocmsdoice  of  sins.  But  in  those  sacrifices  theie 
is  a  remembrance  agMu  made  of  sins  every  year.  For 
k  is  not  possible  that  the  blood  of  bulls  and  of  goats 
should  take  away  sins.  Wherefore,  when  ho  cometh 
into  the  world,  ne  saith.  Sacrifice  and  offering  thou 
wouldest  not,  but  a  body  hast  thou  prepared  me :  In 
faumt.4>fifering8  and  sacrifices  fbr  sin  thou  hast  had  bo 
pleasure :  Then  said  I,  Lo,  I  come  (in  the  volume 
of  the  book  it  is  written  of  me)  to  ao  thy  wlU*  O 
God.  Above,  when  he  said,  Sacrifice  and  offering,  and 
burnt-offerings,  and  offering  for  sin  thou  wouldest  not, 
neither  hadst  pleasure  therein,  which  are  ofibred  by  the 
Law :  then  said  he,  Lo,  I  come  to  do  thy  wilL  O  God. 
He  taketh  away  the  first,  that  he  Boay  esUbUsh  the  se- 
cond. By  the  which  will  we  are  sanctified,  throujril 
the  offering  of  the  body  of  Jesus  Christ  once  for  jdl. 
And  every  priest  standeth  daUy  ministering,  and  ofSex- 
ins  oftentimes  the  same  sacrifices,  which  can  never 
take  away  sins.  But  this  man,  afttf  he  had  ollteed 
one  sacrifice  for  sins,  for  ever  sat  down  on  the  right 
band  of  God ;  fhim  hencefbrth  expecting  till  his  eoe- 
mies  be  made  his  foot-stooL  For  by  one  offlerine  hm 
hath  perfected  for  ever  them  that  are  sanctified: 
Whereof  the  Holy  Ghost  also  is  a  witness  to  us :  for 
efter  that  he  had  said  before.  This  is  the  covenant  that 
I  will  make  with  them  after  those  days,  saith  the  Lord, 
I  will  put  my  laws  into  their  hearts,  and  in  their  minda 
'Will  I  write  them ;  and  their  sins  and  iniquities  will  I 
remerober  no  more.  Now  where  remisston  of  these 
is,  there  is  no  more  offering  for  sin.

unto  them.  Shall  I  crucify  your  King?  The  ctikat 
priests  auwered.  We  have  no  Icing  but  CcBar.  Umii 
delivered  he  him  therefore  unto  them  to  be  cnicifl. 
ed :  and  they  took  Jesus,  and  led  him  away.  And  he» 
bearing  his  cross,  went  fbrth  into  a  place  called  the 
place  of  a,  scull,  which  is  called  in  the  Hebrew,  GoU 
gotha :  where  they  crucified  him,  and  two  other  with 
Bim,  on  either  side  one,  and  Jesus  in  the  midst.  And 
Pilate  wrote  a  title,  anid  put  it  on  the  cross :  and  tha 
writing  was,  JESUS  OF  NAZARETH  THE  KINO 
OF  THE  JEWS.  This  title  then  read  many  of  the 
Jews :  for  the  place  where  Jesus  was  crucified  was  nirii 
to  the  city :  and  it  was  written  in  Hdbrew.and  Gredk^ 
and  Latin.  Then  said  the  chief  priests  of  the  Jews  to 
Pilate,  Write  not.  The  King  of  the  Jews;  but  that 
he  said,  I  am  the  King  of  the  Jews.  Pilate  answered. 
What  I  have  written,  I  have  written.  Then  the  toL. 
diers,  when  they  bad  crudfled  Jesus,  took  his  gar. 
ments,  and  made  four  parts,  to  every  soldier  a  put ; 
and  also  his  coat :  now  the  coat  was  without  seam, 
woven  f^om  the  top  throughout.  The^  said  therefdwe 
amoi^  themselves.  Let  us  not  rend  it,  but  cast  lota 
fbr  it,  whose  it  shall  be :  that  the  Scripture  might  be 
ftilfiUed,  which  sutfa.  They  parted  my  raiment  among 
them,  and  for  my  vesture  they  did  cast  lots.  Theae 
things  therefore  the  soldiers  did.  Now  there  stood 
by  the  cross  of  Jesus,  his  mother,  and  his  mother*t 
sister,  Mary  the  wife  of  Cleophas,  and  Mary  Magdju 
lene.  When  Jesus  therefore  saw  his  mother,  and  the 
\e  standing  by,  whom  he  loved,  he  saith  unto  hia 
>r,  Woman,  boiokl  thy  son.  Then  saith  he  to 
the  disciple.  Behold  thy  mother.  And  from  that  hour 
that  disciple  took  her  unto  his  own  home.  After  thia, 
Jesus,  knowing  that  all  things  were  now  aooonmlished, 
that  the  Scripture  might  be  fiilfiUed,  snth,  I  thirat. 
Now  there  was  set  a  vessel  flill  of  vinegar :  and  they 
filled  a  spunge  with  vinegar,  and  put  it  upon  hyssoiiu 
and  put  It  to  his  mouth.  When  Jesus  therefore  had 
received  the  vinegar,  he  said.  It  is  finished :  and  he 
bowed  his  head,and  gave upthe ghost  The  Jews  there- 
fore,  because  it  was  the  preparation,  that  the  bodies 
afaould  not  remain  upon  the  cross  on  the  sabbath.day, 
{for  that  sabbath.day  was  an  high^lay,)  besought  PHi^ 
ihattheii  legs  mig^t  be  broken,and  that  they  might

Tlic  word  which  God 
aent  unto  the  children  of  Israel,  preaching  peace  by 
Jesus  Christ;  (he  is  Lord  of  all  j)  that  word  (I  say)  ye 
know,  which  was  published  throughout  all  Judasa,  and 
began  Arom  Galilee,  after  the  baptism  which  John 

8 reached:  how  God  anointed  Jesus  of  Nazareth  with 
be  Holv  Ghost,  and  with  power ;  who  went  about  do. 
ing  eood,  and  healing  all  that  were  oppressed  of  the 
devil:  for  God  was  with  him.  And  we  arc  witnesses

And  he 
commanded  us  to  preach  unto  the  people,  and  to  tes. 
tify  that  it  is  he  who  was  ordained  of  God  to  be  the 
Judge  of  quick  and  dead.  To  him  give  all  the  pro. 
phets  witness,  that  through  his  Name  whosoever  be-, 
ucvetb  in  him  shall  receive  remission  of  sins. 
The  Gospel.    St.  Luke  xxiv.  13. 

BEHOLD,  two  of  his  disciples  went  that  same  day 
to  a  village  called  Emmaus,  whidi  was  fTom  Jeru- 
salem about  threescore  flirlongs.  And  they  talked 
together  of  all  these  things  which  had  happened.  And 
it  came  to  pass,  that  while  they  communed  together, 
find  reasoned,  Jesus  himself  drew  near,  and  went  with 
them.  But  th^  eyes  were  holden,  that  they  should 
not  know  him.  And  he  said  unto  tnem.  What  man- 
ner of  communicatiofis  are  these  that  ye  have  one 
to  another,  as  ye  walk,  and  are  sad  ?  And  the  one  of 
them,  whose  name  was  Clc(>pas,  answering,  said  «mto 
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hlm»  Arttboa  oalyaatauiflBrin  Jenmleiii,  and  bait 
not  known  the  tfa'mgs  nUeh  are  come  to  nut  there  in 
Uwie  days?  And  he  and  unto  them.  What  thingg? 
And  they  nid  unto  him,  Concaning  Jew*  of  Naxa* 
ndi,  who  was  a  prophet  mighty  in  deed  and  word,  beu 
fixe  God  and  all  the  people :  And  how  the  chief  prietta 
and  our  mlenddiTerad  nim  to  bo  condemned  to  death, 
and  bare  crucified  bbn.  But  we  trusted  that  it  had 
been  he  which  should  have  redeemed  Israel :  and  be- 
sides aXL  this,  to-day  is  the  third  day  since  these  things 
were  done.  Yea,  ttid  certain  women  also  of  our  com. 
pMsy  made  us  aatonished,  which  were  early  at  the  se> 
polraie;  and  when  they  found  not  his  body,  thqr 
came,  saying,  that  they  had  also  seen  a  vision  of  an. 
gds,  which  said  that  he  was  alive*  And  certain  of 
them  which  were  with  us  went  to  the  sepulchre,  and 
found  it  even  so  as  the  women  had  said;  but  him  ihcy 
■aw  noC  Ilien  he  said  unto  them,  O  fools,  and  slow 
of  heart  to  bdieve  all  that  the  prophets  have  spoken : 
ought  not  Christ  to  have  suffered  these  things,  and  to 
enter  into  his  glory  ?  And  beginning  at  Moses,  and  all 
the  ^MToplietSf  he  expounded  linto  them  in  all  the  Scrip. 
tiures  the  tlungs  concerning  himself.  And  they  drew 
ni^  unto  the  village  whither  they  went ;  and  he  made 
as  tlHn^ch  he  would  have  gone  farther :  but  they  con. 
stmined  him*  saying,  Abide  with  us,  for  it  is  towards 
evening,  and  the  dav  is  fiur  ^ent.  And  he  went  in  to 
tarry  with  them.  And  it  cama  to  pass,  as  he  sat  at 
meat  with  them,  he  took  bread,  and  blessed  it,  and 
brakes  and  gave  to  them.  And  their  eyes  were  open. 
ed,  and  they  knew  him,  and  he  vanished  out  of  their 
■i^L  And  they  said  one  to  another.  Did  not  our 
heut  bum  witfam  us,  while  he  talked  with  us  by  the 
way,  and  while  he  opened  to  us  the  Scriptures?  And 
they  raae  up  the  same  hour,  and  returned  to  Jerusa. 
lem,  and  found  the  eleven  gathered  together,  and  them 
that  were  witii  ttiem,  saying,  Xlie  Lord  is  risen  indeed, 
and  hath  appeared  to  Simon.  And  they  told  what 
thhip  were  done  in  the  way,  and  bow  he  was  known 
of  them  in  bteaking  of  bread.

For  they  that 
dwell  at  Jerusalem,  Und  their  rulers,  because  they\aew 
him  not,  nor  yet  the  voices  of  the  propliets  whkA  aro 
read  every  sabMCh.day,  they  havefttlfllkd  them  in  con* 
demning  him.  And  though  they  found  no  cttise  of 
death  in  him,  yet  desired  they  Pilate  that  he  should  be 
slain.

tar  the  promise  of  the  Father,  which,  saith  he^  ye  have 
heard  of  me.  For  John  trulv  baptized  with  water,  but 
ye  shall  be  bantixed  with  the  Holy  Ghost  not  many 
days  hence.  When  they  therefore  were  oome  toge. 
ther,  they  asked  of  him,  saying.  Lord,  wilt  thou  at  this 
time  restoreagainthekingdom  to  Israel?  AndhesaM 
unto  them.  It  is  not  for  you  to  know  the  times  or  the 
SMSona,  which  the  Father  hath  put  in  his  own  power. 
But  ye  shall  receive  power  after  that  the  Holy  Ghost 
is  come  upon  you  j  and  ye  shidl  be  witnesses  unto  me, 
both  in  Jerusalem,  and  in  all  Judaea,  and  in  Samaria, 
and  unto  the  uttermost  pert  of  the  earth.  And  when 
be  had  spoken  these  things,  while  they  beheld,  he  waa 
taken  iq>,  and  a  cloud  received  him  out  of  their  sight.

«Bd  his  whole  house.  This  is  again  the  second  mire- 
de  that  Je«uf  did,  When  heimi  ti^ppitiut  of  JiuIk 
iBio'CWHee.

But  all  that  heard  him  weve- 
amaied,  and  said,  Is  not  this  he  that  destroyed  tbetn 
which  called  on  this  Name  in  Jerusalem,  and  came 
hither  for  that  intent*  thai  he  might  bring  them  bound 
unto  the  chief  priests?  But  Saul  increased  the  more  in 
strength,  and  confounded  the  Jews  which  dwelt  at  Da. 
masous,  proving  that  this  is  trery  Christ.

which  the  Holy  Ghost  by  the  mouth  of  David  spake 
before  concerning  Judas,  ^hich  was  guide  to  tiiem 
that  took  Jesus :  for  he  was  numbered  widi  us,  and 
bad  obtained  part  of  this  ministry.  Now  this  man  pur- 
chased a  field  with  the  reward  of  iniquity ;  and  falRing 
headlong  he  burst  asunder  in  the  midst,  and  all  hU 
bowels  gushed  out.

Let  his  habitation  be  desolate,  and  let  no  man  dwell 
therein;  and.  His  bishoprick  let  another  take.  Where- 
fore, of  these  men  which  have  companied  with  us  all 
Ihe  time  that  the  Lord  Jesus  went  in  and  out  among 
lis,  beginning  from  the  baptism  of  John,  unto  thai 
lame  day  that  he  was  taken  up  fVom  us,  must  one  be 
ordatnea  to  lie  a  witness  with  us  of  his  resurrection. 
And  they  appointed  two,  Joseph  called  Barsabas,  who 
was  surnamed  Justus,  and  Matthias.  And  they  pray, 
ed,  and  said,  Thou,  Lord,  which  knowcst  the  hearts  of 
all  men,  shew  whether  of  these  two  thou  hast  chosen; 
that  he  may  take  (lart  of  this  ministry  and  apostleship, 
from  which  Judas  by  transgression  fell,  th^t  he  might 
go  to  his  own  place.

Then  the  disciples,  etety  man  according  to  his  ability, 
determined  to  send  relief  unto  the  brethren  whieh 
dwelt  tai  Judtfa.  Which  also  they -did,  and  sent  it  to 
ilie  eWers  by  the  hands  of  Bamaba»  a»M«  Saul.

I  protest  by 
jrour  leioicing,  which  I  hare  in  Christ  Jesus  our  Lord,  I  die 
daUy.  if  after  the  manner  of  men  I  have  fiought  with  brasta  at 
Zptesus,  what  adnmtageth  it  me.  If  tiie  dead  rise  not?  Lei 
us  eat  and  drink,  for  to  morrow  we  die.  Be  not  deceived :  evtl 
communications  corrupt  good  manners.  Awake  to  rl^teous. 
ness.  and  sin  not ;  for  some  tore  not  the  knowledge  orGod.  I 
■peak  this  to  your  shame.  But  some  man  will  say,  How  are 
the  dead  raised  up  ?  and  with  what  body  do  they  come?  Thov 
boL  ttot  whfeb  thou  sowest  is  not  quickened,  except  it  die. 
And  that  which  thou  sowest,  thou  sowest  not  that  body  thai 
ahaU  to,  but  bare  grain,  it  may  chance  of  wheat,  or  of  soma 
other  gnin:  But  God  glveth  it  a  body,  as  it  toth  pleased  him, 
and  to  erery  seed  his  own  body.  All  flesh  is  not  the  same  flesh  ; 
but  there  is  one  kind  of  flesh  of  men,  another  flesh  of  beaslSk 
mnother  of  fishes,  and  another  of  birds.  There  are  also  celestial 
bodiea,  and  todies  terrestrial;  but  tto  glory  of  the  celestial  la 
one,  and  tto  glory  of  the  terrestrial  is  anotter.  There  U  on* 
glory  of  tto  sun,  and  anottor  gloiy  of  tto  moon,  and  anotlMT 
^ory  of  tto  starsi  for  one  star  dilttreth  flrom  another  star  In 
glory.  So  also  is  tto  resurrection  of  the  dead :  It  is  sown  In 
corruption ;  it  is  raised  in  incomiption :  It  is  sown  in  disho- 
nour }  it  is  raised  in  glory :  It  U  sown  in  weakness ;  it  is  raised 
in  power:  It  is  sown  a  natural  body;  it  is  raised  a  spiritual 
body.  Ttore  is  a  rtatural  body,  and  there  is  a  spiritual  body. 
And  so  it  is  written,  Tto  first  man  Adam  was  made  a  living 
soul  { the  last  Adam  was  noade  a  quickening  spirit  Howbett* 
that  was  not  first  which  is  spiritual,  but  ttot  which  is  natural  i 
and  afterward  ttot  which  is  spiritual.  Tto  first  man  is  of  the 
earth,  earthy :  the  second  man  is  tto  Lord  from  hearen.  A* 
is  the  eartby,  such  are  they  ttot  are  earthy :  and  as  is  the  hea. 
renly,  such  are  they  also  tint  are  heavenly.  And  as  we  tore 
torne  tto  image  of  tto  earthy,  we  stoll  aUb  bear  tto  imwe  of 
tto  heavenly.  Now  this  I  say.iaretiuren,  tto«  flesh  and  Mood 
oannoC  inherit  tto  kinodom  of  God;  peithar  doth  comiptiMa 
inherit  Incomiption.  Behold,  I  diew  you  a  mystery :  We  shall 
not  all  sleep,  but  we  shall  all  to  ctonged,  in  a  moment,  in  the 
twinkling  of  an  eye.  at  tto  last  tnunp,  (for  the  trumpet  shall 
sound,)  and  tto  dead  shall  to  raised  inconruptible,  and  we  aball 
te  changed.

The  Body  of  Christ  is  given,  taken,  and  eaten,  hi  the  Supper, 
only  after  an  heavenly  and  spiritual  maimer.  ,  And  the  mean 
wbeteby  the  Body  of  Christ  is  received  and  eaten  in  the  Supper 
U  Faith.

oance  reserved,  carried  about,  lifted  up,  or  worshipped.
